REVOLUTION HAD A LINCOLN HERO 
The name Lincoln has been taken in history by 
the great war President that comparatively few people 
know of the important part taken in the Revolution 
by a Lincoln, according to Quacker O'’Taylor who 
writes in the current issue of the National Republic 
of the interesting career of Benjamin Lincoln, farmer, 
soldier and Revolutionary hero. 

When the occasion arises a farmer can adapt 
himself to other occupations more readily and satis- 
factorily than many people in other walks of life, 
says Mr. O’Taylor. 

Benjamin Lincoln, major general in the Revolu- 
onary War was a man of that type. His boyhood 
was spent on his father’s farm. He plowed, har- 
1owed, chopped wood, planied and dug potatoes, cur- 
ried horses, spread manure, husked the corn, weane 
calves, milked cows, greased harness, fed hogs and 
chickens, made apple butter, cider, soft soap, and 
_, performed scores of other chores that are always star- 
amg a farmer boy in the face. For a few months each
